Opposition to the park 
came from St. Albert resi- 
dent Dennis Wheatley who 
saw the life style of Hebert 
Road residents threatened by 
increased truck traffic, smo- 
ke, dust, odours, fumes and 
exhaust, not to mention more 
noise. 

Not only that he pointed 
out, there was the danger 
house prices in the area

District 6 trustees 
to get increases 


Trustees of District No. 6 
voted to give themselves a 
pay raise on Wednesday with 
Trustee M. MacFarlane i 
stiff opposition. } 

Chairman W. Webber 
moved that trustees should 
receive a 10 per cent increase 
in honorarium. The quarterly 
payment of $400 will now 
become $440. The chairman 
receives an additional quar- 
terly payment of $125 which 
remains unaffected. The in- 
crease is to be effective 
January Ist, 1976. 

Chairman Webber said 
that although he does not 
view the honorarium as 
payment for hours put in by 
trustees, he did-not think 
that anyone should be out of 
pocked due to taking office. 
lt is the first increase since 
1974 and is within the 10 per 
cent guidelines. 

Trustee Dr. W. Cuts 
moved to amend the effective 
date to January Ist, 1975 but 
this motion was defeated. 

On the original motion, 


Trustee M. MacFarlane sp- 
oke strongly against the in- 
crease. He felt that the 
amount received now was 
adequate. It was his opinion 
that the money was not for 
services rendered but it was 
clearly total payment. 

Mr. MacFarlane said that 
we are all aware of the 
‘“‘draconian’’ laws recently 
passed by the federal gov- 
ernment in an attempt to 
decrease annual pay raises. 
He said that we all know that 
Edmonton teachers appear to 
be demanding huge in- 
creases to be added to those 
gained last year and he 
warned that the same écould 
happen in St. Albert. It 
seemed folly to Mr. Mac- 
Farlane to join in this slide tc 
chaos and he suggested that 
the board forego the increase 
as it is a token payment only 
in any case. In this way, the 
board would escape the 
rightful censure of the 
electors and set an example 
to district staff. 


The motion was carried 
with Trustee MacFarlane in 
opposition. 


TRAVEL ALLOWANCE 
INCREASED 


Chairman Bill Webber 
introduced a motion to 
increase travel allowance to 
17 cents a mile at the regular 
board meeting of the St. 
Albert Protestant School 
District No. 6 on Wednesday 
evening. This rate will be 
payable for approved travel 
by car, and for trucks on 
approved maintenance trips 
the rate will be 18 cents a 
mile. 

Chairman Webber had 
given notice of motion to 
increase travel allowance and 
honoraria at the previous 
board meeting. On Wednes- 
day, he commented that 
gasoline prices had increased 
substantially over the past 12 
months. 

The board approved the 
motion.

St. Albert accused of 


_worst planning error... 
of decade 


The crunch came at St. 
Albert's regular council 
meeting last Monday night. 

It came when St. Albert 
resident Elizabeth Bakker, 
representing her husband 
John Bakker who is away in 
the United States at a con- 
vention, told St. Albert 
council that it was making 
the planning mistake of the 
decade by cutting out the 
transit right of way in the 
proposed Ball Park Estate. 

Mrs. Bakker addressed 
council in the form of a letter 
wrilten to the body by Mr. 
Bakker. 

**Sometime in the future, a 
future which may not be as 
far away as some members of 
council may wish it to be, 
mass public transit will 
become a necessity for the 
general well being of St. 
Albert."’ the letter stated. 

The reading of the letter 
took place during a long and 
sometimes vague discussion 
on the proposed land uses for 
the Ball Park estate, the 
effects the estate would have 
on transportation, and to 
what degree it would acc- 
ommodate multiple family 
developments. 

As Mrs. Bakker finished 
registering her opposition to 
the Ball Park brief in its 
present form, urging council 
to wait until the General Plan 
was finished before imple- 
menting the brief, Mayor 
Dick Plain came in with his 
opposition. 

He said it would be the 
worst planning decision of 


-the century if council kept 


the right of way for the rapid 
transit - since this was to 
cater for a town - with a 
250,000 population. 


Mr. Bakker, through the 
letter read to council by his 
wife, complained that the 
right of way for the rapid 
transit development is flipp- 
antly dismissed in the brief. 
There is the suggestion that 
bus lanes along the St. 
Albert Trail might be utilized 
to cope with the population 
from a presumably expanded 
St. Albert. The right of way 


runs on a north south axis 
through the estate, a mile 
and a half strip development 
bounded by the Trail and 
Grandin Road. 

Town Planner Wayne, Gor- 
don gave a long submission 
on the general outline of the 
proposed development which 
seems liberally dotted with

New Year 


The St. Albert and District 
Chamber of Commerce 
seems to be bustling with 
activity and a new sense of 
purpose these days. 

Certainly that was the 
impression at the Chamber's 
first meeting of the New 
Year, January 14 at the Club 
Mocombo where about 30 
business persons turned up 
for the get together. 

It is’ not so much the 
volume of business that is 


carried through at each. 


Chamber meeting but the 
work that goes on behind the 
scenes which indicates str- 
ong interest in the Cham- 
ber’s role in St. Albert and 
district. 

At the meeting each 
person in attendance was 
given much background ma- 
terial on recent director's 
meetings, the latest held 
January 7. 


But the meeting got off to 
a slightly gloomy start with 
Chamber secretary Garry 
Johnson pointing out that the 
organization was in the red 
by $1,115.78. 

The main reason for the 
deficit, the secretary and 
other Chamber officials poi- 
nted out after the meeting 
was that the Town of St. 
Albert had not coughed up 
its usual $1500 grant to tide 
the Chamber over 1975. 

But officials were careful 
to qualify this with the 
Statement ‘‘as yet."’ 

It could be that the 
Chamber will get this year's 
grant and last year’s in one 
lump sum, but that will 
depend on St. Albert. 

Receipts for the Chamber 
last year were $2,335.59, but 
oulgoing expenses totalled 
$3451.37. 
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velopments, one of them 
right next to what is affec- 
tionately known by St. Albert 
residents as the ‘‘rat pond.”’ 
There are seven major 

_ sections to the development, 
which would include highway 
commercial development, 
some kind of shopping facil- 
ity, and an ‘‘exceptionally 
high standard of office 
industrial development. Sin- 
gle family housing is slated 
for section four of the plan, 
but the emphasis seems to be 
on multiple family dwellings.

One resident who lives on 
Grandin Road told council 
during the public hearing 
that she did not wish to 
sound like a snob. 

‘*But why can’t we have 
the area cleaned up into 
parkland and have less of a 
love affair with the devel- 
oper?” she asked. 

Perhaps parkland might be 
preferable to the 12 unit per 
acre multiple family dwell- 
ings wh:ch could sprout up 
round the site, creating what 
Councillor Barry Breadner 
termed ‘‘too many separate 
villages in St. Albert.”’ 

He said that he was not 
opposed to this kind of 
development, since many 
could not afford single family 
dwellings. He repeated that 
he was against the esta- 
blishment of separate com- 
munities in town, but on the 

other hand, he didn’t think 
St. Albert could do without 
them either. 

Councillor Margaret Smith 
voiced a similar opinion. She 


jwondered, what. would. be-,, 


come of the area and sugg- 
ested that people should wait 
till the cost of the land was 
relevant to the cost of a 
single family development. 

“That land is highly 
priced,’’ she said. 

‘None of the suggestions 
(as to development) meets 
with my satisfaction as to 
what is best in the long 
term,"’ the councillor added. 

Coun. Smith, along with 
Councillor Throndson felt 
that since there were ‘‘hyd- 
rological problems in the 
design’’ the area should be 
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left in its natural state to 


absorb storm water. 

As far as convenience 
stores locating in the estate, 
thus avoiding duplication of 
the Grandin Shoppers Mall, 
Councillor Throndson said, 
‘‘For myself I’m convenien- 
ced to death; I think we need 
a decent food store, and I 
think Abbey Glenn is a pipe- 
dream."’ 

It was pointed out to 
Councillor Myrna Fyfe that 
the park area could not be 
increased in the plan because 
the town would be required 
to pay the market value of 
the land.

Councillor Margaret Smith 
thought that council could 
cope with a development 
similar to the Bonaventure 
Park and up to 80 acres in 
size, adding that 149th and 
156th Street linkage was 
desirable. ' 

She also suggested that 
there should be a truck ban 
on Hebert Road. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
said that he could still not go 
along with the industrial park 
design. But Mayor Plain 
pointed out to the councillor 
that there could be a nine 
mill increase in St. Albert's 
assessment if the park came 
and ‘‘that is not negligible, 
sir.’’ Coun. Breadner had 
earlier suggested that an 80 
acre park would only make 
for a marginal increase in the 
assessment. 

Coun. Breadner was also 
in favour of strict weight 
limit controls on trucks and 
only wanted truck activity at 
certain times of day.

Some questions 
need answers 


A statement attributed to 
Mayor Plain in the Journal, 
January 14, 1976, states the 
annexation of 6,100 acres to 
the Town of St. Albert is a far 
more important decision to 
the Town than the loss of the 
Recreational Cultural Com- 
plex.

Throndson went so far as to say 
that after council had run half its term, its credibility was 
now being seriously challenged and he regretted that the 
recreation complex had not been brought up. 


For council to save its credibility in the eyes of the people, 
the councillor suggested that there be a public meeting 
before February 20. 


That meeting would hopefully deal with the location and 
compos’ tion of recreation facilities for the future in St. 
Albert. But the notice of motion fell on deaf ears. 


Mayor Plain expressed personal hurt that Coun. Throndson 
had brought up the recreation issue and countered that the 
Councillor should have beaten the Wednesday deadline 
needed to get a major item on the agenda.

A disagreement between 
the board of the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate Schoo! 
District No. 6 and the Schoo! 
Buildings Branch of Alberta 
Education appeared in the 
offing at the regular board 
meeting on Wednesday, 
January 14th. 


Trustees showed signs of 
exasperation on learning that 
the School Buildings Branch 
did not seem to be satisfied 
with the location of the 
proposed new school for 
West Grandin. Trustee M. 
MacFarlane, buildings and 
properties chairman, repor- 


ted that he and district staff 
had met with Dr. Kulba of 
the School Buildings Branch 
in respect of the Certificate 
of Need for a school in West 
Grandin. While the School 
Buildings Branch had not 
contested the need for a new 
school, doubts had been

srustees of District No. 3 
listened to a presentation by 
the Community School Co- 
ordinator, Mrs. J. Gaunce, 
outlining proposals to re- 
activate or to institute 
recreational and other pro- 
grams in the town. Mrs. 
Gaunce appeared before the 
Board at the regular meeting 
held on Monday, January 
12th. 

Mrs. Gaunce explained 
that input on the types of 
programs had been received 
from school officials and 
townsfolk to which she had 
added her own ideas. 

For the younger children, 
the re-instatement of the 
Kincinema was a possibility. 
The program, which used to 
be operated by the Kinsmen 
Club, had been discontinued 
due to poor attendance. Mrs. 


Gaunce said that the Kins- 
men Club had indicafed an 
interest in running the 
cinema again but the club 
would need assistance from 
the Parks and Recreational 
Department in assessing 
needs and advertising. 

Some factors thought to 
have caused the drop in 
attendance were an upsurge 
in outdoor activities, cable 
TV, last minute program 
changes, inadequate adver- 
tising and transportation 
costs. 

For the teen-agers, a pros- 
pective program is Teen 
Activity Nights. There is a 
growing concern regarding 
teen activities and the lack of 
acceptable programs in St. 
Albert, Mrs. Gaunce said, 
and the program would be 
regarded as a trial event. It

The Sturgeon Foster Par- 
ent Association is a group of 
concerned people meeting 
once a month for the purpose 
of increasing their know- 
ledge in areas related to 
being a ‘‘foster’’ parent.

children can receive care and 
attention for however long is 
necessary. Most often ‘‘fos- 
ter’’ children have back- 
grounds totally different 
from their ‘‘foster’’ parents, 
so there are concerns by the 
foster parent on how to 
handle the situation the right 
way. Our association meet- 
ings are arranged to answer 
many questions. Each month 
we have a short business 
meeting, followed by a guest 
speaker and/or a film with an 
open discussion period.

would attempt to identify 
teen-age needs and what is 
manageable and acceptable 
to the community. 

Suggestions for the pro- 
gram include active games 
such as volleyball, badmin- 
ton, floor hockey, table 
tennis and baseball; and 
table games, cards, refresh- 
ments and socializing. Two 
locations, one on each side of 
the highway, have been pro- 
posed. Two rooms at each 
location would afford flexi- 
bility for programming all 
groups - one room being a 
gymnasium. With a volun- 
leer staff, costs of the pro- 
gram would be’ minimal. 

Other programs suggested 
by Mrs. Gaunce included 
remedial reading and reme- 
dial arithmetic; coaching 
clinics; beginners woodwork 
and metalwork; cookery. and 
sewing. 

The trustees accepted the 
presentation as information 
and will further study the 
proposals, 


raised as to the location. 

The West Grandin site had 
been selected by the trustees 
on a carefully deliberated 
recommendation from Sup- 
erintendent Elmer Gish. Mr. 
Gish had listed the advan- 
tages of establishing a school 
in the West Grandin area. 
These advantages were as 
follows: 

*The current elementary 
enrolment from Grandin 
subdivision already exceeds 
the capacity of Robert 
Rundle School and in the 
1976-77 School Year all of the 
classroom space in Sir 
George Simpson will be 
required for junior high 
students. 

*All of the pupil spaces in 
other district elementary 
schools will be required to 
accommodate elementary 
and kindergarten children. 

*Establishing another nei- 
ghbourhood elementary sch- 
ool in the Grandin area will 
eliminate the current prac- 


tice of busing surplus stu- 
dents to other schools. 

*At present there are no 
local classrooms available in 
the entire Grandin area for 
kindergarten children. Con- 
struction of another school in 
the district would provide 
space for Early Childhood 
Services in both Rundle and 
West Grandin schools. 

Trustee Don Munro com- 
plained that initially the 
School Buildings Branch told 
the Board that they could 
build. Then they stated how 
much the Board could spend. 
Next they said what type of 
school. (Grants from the 
government make it finan- 
cially more attractive to build 
community core schools in 
preference to the traditional 
school structures). Now they 
want to say where the Board 
could build. 

Chairman Bill Webber 
agreed and quipped that the 
only thing they left out was if 
the school was delayed the

fault would be the Board’s. 

Trustee Munro urged that 
some pressure be placed on 
the School Buildings Branch 
as the school is needed for 
September this year and 
Trustee Dr. W. Cuts agreed 
saying that they ‘‘could not 
afford to pussyfoot around.”’

Morinville plugs away at sewage solution 


The Town of Morinville 
still keeps plugging away 
trying to solve a sewage 
disposal problem. 

The town is caught be- 
tween recommendations fr- 
om the Department of the 
Environment which press for 
Morinville to build a $2.5 


million sewage pipeline whi-. 


ch would filter into the 
Sturgeon River, and the fact 
that it cannot as yet afford 
such a facility. 

Speaking at the regular 
meeting of the MD of 
Sturgeon January 15, Mor- 
inville’s Mayor Art Stapleton 
said that he’d had a partial 
answer from the Department 
of the Environment about an 
interim solution to the pro- 
blem. That solution comes in 
the form of a near $1 million 
sewage treatment slated for 
the vicinity of Morinville. 

It would cater for the 
town’s sewage disposal 
needs at the 4,000 people 
mark at which time the town 
would qualify for a $3 million 
grant for a pipeline sewage 
disposal system into the 
North Saskatchewan River. 
In its turn that system would 
be good enough to last 
Morinville till its population 
got to the 24,000 mark, 
almost as big as present day 
St. Albert. 

St. Albert has proposed to 
Morinville that it could tie in 
with its sewage disposal 
outlet for $1.20 per 1000 
gallons disposed. 


But Morinville’s interim 
solution would only cost that 
town 20-to 25 cents per 1,000 
gallons, MD council were 
informed. 

Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn, getting pretty involv- 
ed in the discussion with the 
Morinville Mayor and repre- 
sentatives of Associated En- 
gineers on the sewage pro- 
blem, said, ‘‘I think this 
proposed agreement with 
St.Albert smells too!’’ 

That remark caused quite 
a peal of laughter amidst the 
council chambers. 

If there are any complaints 
from the public on the 
proposed sewage treatment 
scheme they may get their 
chance to air their grievance 
by March. 

Mayor Stapleton said that 
he hopes the sewage treat- 
ment system will be comp- 
leted by the Fall of this year. 

Morinville expects to have 
a letter of application to buy 
the necessary land for the 
facility handed over for the 
next development meeting of 
the MD, January 29. 

Morinville feels that with 
the official application for the 
system ready it will not be 
long before the order to 
begin construction goes out. 

“If the MD approves and 
Environment want to phili- 
buster, I’ll go to the Mini- 
ster, or even the Premier, 
because I’m sick of being 
back at square one all the 
time,’’ Mayor Stapleton re-

Transfer of 


Sturgeon lands 
a “ simple” 


issue ?

In the world today, countries in some parts are seeking to 
grab land from someone else in order to buffer their own 
boundaries from threats real or i 

The beginning of 1976 in the MD of Sturgeon sees a 
similar situation, though thankful there will likely only be a 
war of words when St. Albert attempts to annex lands to 
itself which lie within the MD of Sturgeon and Parkland. 

It seems as if the MD will be hiring the legal expertise to 
prepare its case when the transference of the land 
jurisdiction comes up at a Local Authorities Board hearing in 


the future. 


St. Albert has outlined the terms of the annexation of 10 
sections of land slated for industrial use to boost the town’s 
tax base and give it viable buffering against Edmonton. 

It states that the annexation proposal does not involve the 
purchase of lands - simply a transfer of jurisdiction from the 
MD of Sturgeon and the County of Parkland to St. Albert. 

St. Albert expects no major costs will accrue as a result of 
the transfer of land but it is more than likely aware that the 
MD of Sturgeon will not transfer its title to land at the mere 
drop of a hat. Much of the land involved is good agricultural 


property. 


If you broach the topic of the land transfer with MD of 
Sturgeon officials, their faces do not exactly light up at the 
prospect of another dispute with the Town of St. Albert in 


the coming year. 


Of course, looking at the annexation from St. Albert’s 
point of view, they would seem to be justified in wanting to 
grow in size. And even though the turnout was low, in a 


recent plebiscite on the annexation, St. Albert 


residents 


have said yes to the annexation, even though they turned 


down the recreation complex.
